Thrill To Huge Throng 


Given a ring-side seat-at a safe 
distance, thousands of citizens ob- 
served a little hint of what real 
warfare is like in Saturday’s high- 
ly successful exhibition west of 
Lone Hill. 

Unrehearsed yet carefully plan- 
ned, the war exhibition forcefully 
told the awe-struck throng that a 
toy-size bomb can bring devasta- 
tion and gave a hint of what the 
mighty block-busters do to the 
Axis—and what they might do 
here if and when the Japs invade. 

An estimated crowd of 20,000 
persons assembled on the west 
slope of the hill north of Foot- 
hill boulevard for what was offic- 
ially described “the finest war ex- 
hibition ever staged”.

tion first presented Lt. Col. Anson 
J. Smalley, returned from the Pa- 
cific war zone, who emphatically 
predicted the Japs would attack 
the west coast and perhaps this 
immediate area. The second chap- 
ter dealt with the startling exhi- 
bition of chemical warfare—the 
exploding of many types of bombs, 
incendiary, phosphorous, anti-per- 
sonnel, magnesium, etc. 

The final chapter brought the 
climax with huge tanks crumbling 
a building like a wagon crushing 
a pile of toothpicks. 

Intermingled throughout were 
explanations of the bombs and the 
tactics of the mechanized units.

INCIDENT DRILL 
IS SCHEDULED IN 
UPLAND JUNE 22 


The next important event on 
the local civilian defense program 
here will come June 22 in an 
army-observed incident drill. 

In a city-wide simulated air 
raid, all members of this city’s ci- 
vilian defense organization will be 
put on test, according to Richard 
G. Manley, city manager, who re- 
ceived word today of the date for 
the official drill. 

The city will be in a “red alert” 
from 7 to 8 p.m., and 18 incidents, 
planned locally, and some plan- 
ned by the army, will be offered 
air raid wardens and others on 
Tuesday, June 22. 

Of special interest to the gen- 
eral public will be the program 
which will follow in the Element- 
ary school auditorium. 

A picture, “News Parade of 
1942”, will be presented, as will 
also a stage play dealing with ci- 
vilian defense. 

Many people will remember that 
a locally-written play was to have 
been presented following the 
army-observed drill of several 
weeks ago. Much of the material 
prepared for that play has been 
incorporated by the state war 
council for its play. 

Officials of the war council will 
be present to observe handling of 
the “incidents” and to confer af- 
terwards with members of the Up- 
land civilian defense council.

BOMBS START FIRES 

At the start of the exhibition 
nearly a dozen small frame shacks 
were several rods from Lone Hill. 
When Major Percy Lassell, of the 
war department training school, 
and his chemical warfare soldiers 
got through, however, only sham- 
bles remained. 

He demonstrated how the var- 
ious types of bombs could be used 
to start fires and to blow up build- 
ings. 

From the north the mechaniz- 
ed units then approached with the 
throng thrilled by the manuever- 
ing tanks and the ease with which 
they crumbled all objectives. 

Richard G. Manley, city manag- 
er, opened the formal program by 
expressing his appreciation for the 
whole-hearted cooperation given 
all agencies in this undertaking. 
Upland, Ontario, Chino, the coun- 
ty, the California highway patrol, 
and the state forestry department 
were listed as the civilian agen- 
cies having contributed much. 

MAYOR IN WELCOME 

Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet wel- 
comed the throng. The Rev. Sam- 
uel Hughes, pastor of the Upland 
Methodist church, delivered the in- 
vocation and also closed the ex- 
hibition with a touching tribute 
to the war dead. 

Hundreds upon hundreds of au- 
tomobiles were parked, but a sym- 
tematic arrangement and orderly 
direction by many policemen re- 
sulted in no traffic confusion. 

Besides Mr.’ Manley, E. Tweed
